Washington, October 6.—(Special.)—The

compromise, making concessions to the sil- 
ver advocates. 

Mr. Carlisie is, however, still opposed to 
a compromise. 

Today Senator McPherson, of New Jer- 
sey, a close friend of the president and a 
sevator who has always advocated a single 
gold standard, joined the compromise sena- 
tors, admitting that unconditional repeal 
“ould not be had. He began advocating 
sompromise among the senators today and 
is said to be preparing a compromise meas- 
ure to be proposed to the silver senators. 

$2,000,000 a Month and Bonds. 

One section of the compromise has al- 
ready been agreed upon. It provides for 
the purchase and coinage of $2,000,000 of 
silver month{y. such to be paid for in sil- 
ver. There will also be a provision for an 

issue of bonds in the compromise. But 
before the compromise is launched in the 
senate. Mr. Voorhees will be given an op- 
portunity to attempt to force a vote on un- 
conditional repeal. He will make this at- 
tempt on Wednesday next -when he will 
insist upon the senate remaining in session 
throughout the night or until a vote can be 
reached. In this attempt, of course, he will 
fail. 

Will Not Sit Up All Night. 

Senator Sherman, speaking for the larger 
element of the republicans, has given out 
an interview in which he says that un- 
conditional repeal cannot pass, because it 
is impossible to get a vote. He further 
announces that he does not intend to sac- 
rifice his health by remaining up all! night 
in a futile effort to obtain a vote. He adds 

that the older republican senators stand 
just as he does. They realize that night 
sessions will be of no avail and will refuse 
tw attend. Therefore, it will be demon- 
strated on Wednesday night that Mr. Voor- 
hees’s effort is futile and it is understood 
that it will be agreed among the senators 
privately before midnight that a compro- 
mise shall be adopted. By that time the 
somprowise will be prepared. The senate 
will probably adjourn by midnight and on 
Thursday or Friday the present programme | 
is to adopt the compromise, thus ending the 
fight as far as the senate is concerned. 

Chestnutty but Correct. 

The announcement has been made so 
‘trequently of’ late that the senate will act 
upon a certain day that by the country, 
jerhaps, it has come to be regarded as 
farcical, but this time the prediction will in

Senator Blackburn introduced a compro- 
mise on the silver question in the senate 
today which provides for the free coinage 
of the product of American mines, the gov- 
ernment to take the seigniorage above the 
market value and sell it to keep up the gold 
reserve. ‘The silver men regard it with a 
great deal of favor. They would accept it, 
but the repealers are vigorous in their oppo- 
sition and consequently, in the preparation 
of a compromise it will probably not be 
considered. |

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IN THE SENATE 


Mr. Blackburn Offers a Compromise to the 
Vovurhees Repeal Bill. 
Washington, October 6.—In the senate today 
Mr. Blackburn, of Kentucky, submitted an 
amendment to the bill repealing the silver pur- 
* chasing clauses of the act of 1890. It strikes 
vut the Voorhees substitute, leaving the bill 
as it passed the house, and then provides for 
the free coinage of silver of American pro- 
duction. The secretary of the treasury is 
authorized, on the first day of each month, to 
_establish the seigniorage to be charged during 
the following mvunth, which is to be the dif- 
( ference between the market price of silver 
’ ullion and the minted value of coinage. The 
eeigniorage is not to be coined, but is to be 
suld by the secretary of fhe treasury {pr gold, 
to be used for the purpose of maintaining the 
parity of gold and silver. 

This is the amendment which Mr. Blackburn 
iu his recent speech said he would propose 
with a view of reaching a compromise.

Gorman Presents a Memorial. 

Mr. Gorman, of Maryland, presented a 
memorial, signed, he said, by .the leading 
merchants of Baltimore, representingy he sup- 
posed, two-thirds of the trade and commerce 
of tit city, praying for speedy action on 
the repeal bill. 

Mr. Allen, populist, of Nebraska, offered a 
resolution—which went over--calling for in- 
formation as to whether the government, since 
March, 1875, had borrowed any money. 

The resolution, heretofore offered by Mr. 
Peffer, popylist, of Kansas, for a select com- 
mittee to inquire what legislation is necessary 
to iimprove the banking system of the country, 
wis then taken up and Mr. Stewart, of Ne- 
vada, spoke upon it. He confined himseif to 
4 criticism of the secretary of the treasury 
for failing to purchase 240,000 ounces of 
silver per month and went over mach ground, 
heretofore covered by him. 

Mr. Blackburn. of IKkentucky, sent to the 
desk and had read the amendment intended to 
be proposed by him to the repeal bill. It pro- 
vides for the free coinage of silver of Ameri- 
can product on and after January, 1894. 

rhe debate on the resolution for a commit- 
tec to inquire into the banking system was 
continued by Mr. Peffer. its author. 

Mr. McPherson, of New Jersey, moved the 
reference of the resolution to the committee

He referred to the importance 
of the subject and spoke of the great interest 
muinifested in the debate by the American 
peop.e. Mr. Cail-said the senate Was called 
upon to act without reason and was not to 
perform the function imposed upon it. In- 
stead, it was to rush through a b.ll repeaiing 
the only method by which there could be an 
herease of the currency of the country on 
metal money, Against taisghe protested. Mr 
Call made a lengthy urgument .u advocacy of 
the ainendment suggested by him requiriug ail 
the Silver bullion iu the treasury to be coined 
into dollars, half dollars and quarters ut the 
eXist.pg ratio of 16 to 1.

No Fear of Wlildent Ranks 


Butler, of South Carolina, obtained the 
floor, but Mr. Pugh, of A.vioaina, suggested 
the absence of a quorum and the roll was 
called. Forty-four senators responded. 

Mr. Butler went into a long argument in 
favor ot the amendment which he submitted 
somie (ime ugo repeuiing tle tax on state bank 
qireulat.on. He proposed to modify his amend- 
ment by sir:king out the prov.so, limiting the 
right to issue e.rculation to such banks ; 
secure their circulation by coin or appr 
state or munic.pal bunds. He ridiculed 
suggestion that .f the tax on bank cireulat: 
wis repealed the days of wildea: banks would 
return. It was not possible for anw state in 
the union to permit, for one hour, the ex:st- 
eme of bank that was bot conducted upen 
conservative. prudent and business priariples. 
Mr. Burler read copious exiracts from The 
PFeruin on the Scotch banking system, and he 
asked why such a system could not be estab- 
lisbed in the United States. : 

Mr. Allison, of lowa, said that every stock- 
holder in a Seoteh bank was liable to the 
full extent of his property for every obiiga- 
tion of the bank. That was one of the rea- 
sons of the success of the Scotch banking sys- 
Tem. ¥ 

Mr, Butler believed that South Carolina or 
Jowa would. with the tax on circulation re: 
moved. require a methed of banking as safe 
and conservative as that of Scotland. Why 
could not the American people imitate the 
Scotch? Why conld not each locality be al- 
lowed to have banks establishing the cash 
credit system of Scotland, where a man’s per- 
sonal eredit, with the aid of two friends, 
would get cvapital? What was there in Amer- 
ican people that they could not be trusted as 
the Scotch people were trusted, that the state, 
which was trusted in so many other vital 
points could not be trusted to regulate the-cur- 
reney for its people? 

Mr. Sherman thought the national banking 
system was better in every respect than the 
Seotch system, and afforded a larger cir- 
culation per capita. 

Not Two Dollars a Head. 

Mr. Butler said there was not $2 per cap- 
ita in vcirenlation in South Caroiina. Hie 
closed his speech by reading an extract from 
the farewell address of Andrew Jackson, con- 
demning the United States banking system of 
that day. What Mr. Jackson said at that 
time, Mr. Butler declared, Was a. solemn 
truth when it was uttered, an@ ®true today 
iw his country. 

Mr. Teller, of Colorado, took the floor on 
the repeal bill aft 4.45 o'clock, but before he 
began Mr. Dubois suggested the lack of a 
quorum. 

After some little delay a quorum was setur- 
ed. Mr. Teller said that while rawdicoliv 
differed) from the secretary of the treasury and 
the president of the United States however, he 
assumed they were not actuated by any de- 
sire to injure the conniry. He beliéved the evi-

It Was a Day of Surprises— Hill and Cleve- 
land Cheered—Eda Murphy Re- 
elected Chairman. 


Saratoga, N. Y., October 6.-—(Special.)— 
Surprise followed surprise in the demo- 
cratic state convention today. The news 
of Smith M. Weed’s defeat was followed 
by the anvouncement that Congressman 
W. Bourke Cockran, ex-Miuyor Hugh J. 
Grant and Surrogate Frank T. Fitzgerald 
had been “turned down” by Tammany hall. 

Grant's name had been stricken from 
Mr. Croker’s list, but at the last minute 
was restored through the intervention of 
Mayor Gilroy, who has been trying to 
mrmke peace between the ex-mayor aud the 
wigwam chief. Richard Croker was jeal- 
ous of the independent standing Cockran 
was gaining in the city, state and nation 
and used his great power in an attempt to 
erush him. Another story is that Mr. Cro- 
ker is displeased because Congressman 
Cockran has made commerits about Mr. 
Croker’s wealth and his manner of living. 

Fitz Had Lost Interest. 

Surrogate Frank T. Fitzgerald is placed 
on the retired list nominally because he is 
holding a judicial position, but really be- 
cause of his Jack of interest in the organi- 
zation. Ever since Surrogate Fitzgerald 
relinquished his leadership there has been 
talk of turning him down and none of his 
followers have been appointed to office. 

Mr. Croker retires from the committee of 
his own motion to give his young protege, 
Speaker Salzer, a chance to come to the 
front. Speaker Sulzer, Police Commis- 
sioner John C. Sheehan, brother of Lieu- 
tenaut Governor Sheeban, and County 
Clerk Purvoy are the new members of the 
state committee from New York. Hugh 
MeLaughlin gives way on the committee 
to his lieutenant, Senator John McCarty. 
Senator Edward Murphy is the only one 
of the bosses who retains his place, which 
means, of course, his re-election as chair- 
man of the committee. 

Abe Gentlemen Were Lazy. 

The committees were delayed in getting 
together this morning, ‘the delegutes 
ing late, although it -was the dawn 
perfect October day which would 
greeted them had they arisen earlier. The 
work preliminary to the assembling 
of the convention was quiet, 
There was no excitement in any 
way about the hoteis, as the majority of 
the delegutes were enjoying coustitution- 
als.

FEW LEFT 70 INTER THE CORPSES 


As Many as Twenty Found Drowned 
in One Islander’s House, 


GREAT DESTITUTION PREVAILS THERE 


New. Orleans Sends What Aid She Can 
and Calis on the Cities to Comtrib- 
ute to the Relief Fund. 


New Orleans, October 6.—(Special.)}—The 
full story of the great storm is new told. 
Every settlement in its path has been visit- 
ed, every survivor interviewed and has 
told his tale of its terrors and its heroism. 
The newspapers here are at last able to 
publish a list of the dead, which is not like 
ly to require many changes or additions. 
The only doubtful element is the loss of 
life at Cheniere Caminada, where 776 bod- 
ies have been recovered and buried. A 
few are found from day to day in isolated 
localities, but the general sentiment is that 
nearly all that are likely to be found have 
been discovered, and that the others have 
been swept to sea in the great tidal wave. 
This leaves some doubt as to the exact 
number lost, as the population of the set- 
tlement at the time of the disaster was not 
known, Father Gonderaux, the pirish priest, 
has furnished a list of S22 kpown to be 
dead. The estimates of the loss run from 
this figure to 1,200 for the Cheniere proper, 
and 1,300 for the whole district. 

In the Bayou Cook seetion the number of 
bodies recovered has been 151, as follows: 
In Bayou Cook 37: Bayou Shute 37; 
Grand Bayou 26; Bayou Ferrand 7; Bayou 
CQhalard 1; Cypress bay 16 and at Tropical 
Bend, on the Mississippi river, eighteen 
miles distant, where they floated from the 
swamp, 17. There are 185 other persons 
still missing who have not been seen since 
the storm. Their bodies are supposed to 
be lying in the swamps or were swept to 
sea. <A large number of searching parties 
are out looking for them, but as the swamp 
grass is ten feet high, the search is a very 
difficult one and the bodies are discovered 
mainly by the horrible stench they send out. 
It will be ditheult to identify them, not 
only because of decomposition, but because 
they have been badly disfigured and eaten 
by the gars and other fish and crabs. This 
makes the total loss in the Bayou COvook 
country 516, two-thirds of whom were 
Austrians from Dalmatia. 

Qn the coast islands, seventy-eight bodies 
have been found on the Chandleur and 
115 on Cat and Ship islands, probably al 
from the wrecked vessels in Mississippi o 
Ohandleur sound. The lose of life from 
the shipping will be heavier than was at 
first reported. Already 184 bedies have 
been reported, and there are still many ves- 
sels missing Whose fate is unknown. Both 
on the islands and on the Bayou Cook 
swamp, the stench from the dead bodies of 
men and cattle is most offensive. 

burying the Dead. 

The Louisiana state board of health ha: 
sent lime and other disinfectants to be 
used where the dead are lying. 

An appeal was made to the board to bury 
the dead, but a majority decided that this 
Was not within its province and that the 
burying must be done by the parishes. The 
NSavonian Society, of New Orleans, appoint- 
ed Coroner Settom to bury all those found 
in the swamps at its expense and erec 
slabs over them giving their names. Thi: 
is being done. Only a few additional losses 
of life are reported today, except at sea. 
They are: Creole,Gap 5; Doe island 3: 
Slidell 3, Wrens island 2. The list of dead 
is now given as follows by districte: 

Cheniere Cominada and neighboring set- 
tlements, 1,312; Bayou Cook county, 316: 
Lost from shipping. 184; Grand Isle, 27:

They Had Large Families. 

Of the 822 dead at Cheniere Caminacia 
whose names are known, 496 were children. 
The Caminada people are famous .or large 
families. Mr. Lafon lost his wife and 
fifteen children, Aiser Petre his wife and 
ten children and August Bonamour his 
wife and ten children. The families of the 
three Valence brothers, who lived together. 
John, Aulome and Perie, consisted of six 
grown persons and twenty children. Of 
these twenty-six only one, John Valenve. 
survived. Complaints have been made of 
che visit to the settlement of people from 
the neighboring counties hoping to get 
something out of the wreck. Two strangers 
were found today robbing the dead. There 
were threats of lynching, but they were 
spared and finally drummed out of the 
piace. Their boat was found filled with 
stolen property.

These people have nothing; neither shel 
food nor even clothing.

Horror'’s Climar. 

Terrific as was the work of the storm else- 
where, on Cheniere Caminada, it reached 
a climax of horror. Cheniere is one of that 
group of islands which extend along the 
lower coast, and to which belong Grand 
isle, Tambalier and Lost island. It’s a 
long. low, flat strip of earth, about three 
miles long by one in width. It was om 
of the old haunts of ‘LaF itte amd his band 
Of late, it was a station for fishing boats. 
It contained one town, Camindaville, of 
about 1,800 population, the majority of 
whom were fishermen and all of whom did 
a great deal of business with New Or- 
leans through the firms selling fish in the 
Irench market. The destructive work of 
the elements no where finds better exem- 
plification than at Caminidaville, The 
condition in which this one prosperous lit- 
tle town is now left is appalling. On Sun- 
day evening, there were 1,200 dwellings 
within its limits, but only twenty-five re- 
main stunding and of these, there is not 
one uninjured. 

‘The mute appeal of these 
heaps of debris is irresistible.

The Picayune representatives landed at 
7 o'clock from a lugger that came out In 
response to the signal. ‘he pier has dis- 
uppeared.

A huge hollow exists where its trenuous 
roots had onee been imbedded. This was 
full of water, which kept the ground 
around about constantly moist and which 
had worn a channel to the bay, and down 
it was running slowly and persistently, as 
if ashamed of being in a place so dreary. 

A Village in Ruins. 

Camindaville had been a pretty place, re- 
nowned for its luxuriant shade trees and 
lovely gardens; but the rabors are now the 
shambles wherein the battered corpses are 
laid’ to wait for burial. The shrubbery 
had disappeared; not a leaf remained upon 
the branches, and the trees for the most 
part were prostrated upon the earth. 

A reporter occompanied by Mr. Julian 
Palhesky, a resident of the town, to whose 
kindness ‘the was much indebted, proceeded 
towards the easterly extremity of the vil- 
lage. It was the saddest walk that he had 
ever taken. The path had been obliterated 
and they were obliged to scramble through 
the bushes, mounting the ac- 
cumulated rubbish, disgorged from a ruined 
home, sometimes descending gulleys, where 
the black mud threatened to engulf them. 
Fields had formerly existed in considerable 
numbers vlong this portion of the front. 
but they had been blotted from the face of 
the landscape. The plants, almost without 
exception, had been blown from their beds 
and those which had been spared were dead 
and yellow in the misty light. The people, 
who came and went in parties of two or 
three, passed silently oc stopped a moment 
to shake hands and mutter a few words 
of condolence. 

Burying Their Own Families. 

It is no unusual thing to see great, rugged 
fishermen, bronzed and hard-nod by a iife of 
almost constant exposure, embrace each other 
in tears. All had shares in the losses of the 
storm! Not one of them could claim exception 
from the universal depression. There were a 
thousand duties te be attended to, and they 
had little time to spend in conversation, 

So long as the festering deal lay unburied, 
one did not have the heart to detain them 
from their work. Just imagine fathers and 
mothers burying their sons and daughters, 
and children, iv their extreme sadness, bury- 
ing their dead parents. Everywhere one could 
see graves, wherein as many as ten people 
were buried. Some were drowned; others 
killed in the wreckage. There are hundreds of 
bodies that are still unburied. Some‘are un- 
der the wrecked buildings, while the balance 
are floating on the bosom of the bay of 
Caminada. 

-oneath some of the wrecks there are Many 
decaying bodies, but they cannet be taken 
out and given even a rude Christian burial. 
The brave little band of grave diggers is ¢x. 
hausted. They have already buried in the 
rude graves on the island 95), and are still 
burriig what bodies they can find. 

Imagination wonld b2 out of place in de. 
seribing that scene, for the cruel truth it- 
self surpasses unything possible to the faney, 
Within a few yards of the wreck of tke 
Valence storm, there was a band of grave 
diggers, consisting of three men, two women 
and a child of ten years. They were burying 
an old man and a young and beautiful gir) 
of seventeen years. All of the grave diggers 
had spades, and they were digging as fast as 
they could in the moigt earth. Svon the depth 
they sought was reached, and tenderly they 
tuok the body of the old man, who was named 
ingston, and placed it in the grave. The girl 
was taken up and placed on top of the dead 
body of her father. In that band of grave 
diggers there was a son; he was ten years old, 
and his name was Alex Kingston. They were 
no tears in any eyes, not even in those of 
the son and brother, for every man and wo- 
man had a tale of equal sadness. They had

The 
sergeant in command of the firing party 
at once gave the word to fire, and Pallas 
fell dead. At no time since his arrest has 
Pallas shown any signs of flinching and he 
met his death as bravely as it is possible 
for any man to do.

tears ceased to flow, but the grief in their 
brave hearts will last throughout their lives. 

The grave diggers threw the removed earth 
over the father and daughter, and were soon 
in search for others. 

How They Died. 

In the house of Mr. L. Terribonne, the grave 
diggers found his body and that of his wife 
and «ix children. The body of the husband 
and father was lying on the kitchen floor, and 
it Was taken out of there and buried about 
fifty yards from the wreck. It was not man- 
gled in the least. The little band went to 
the front portion of the house and tgere they 
found Mrs. Terriboune’s body. In her arms 
was a babe. 

The two bodies were taken out and buried 
in the same grave where the father and hus- 
band was interred. Near where the mother 
was founa were five children of Mr. L. Terri- 
bonne, ranging from two to fourteen years, 
The eldest had met death by a big piece of 
lumber falling and crushing his skull. The 
others were drowned. They were taken out 
of the portion of the house that still stood 
and buried in the graves of their parents. 
In the rear of the island one could see bhun- 
dreds of little mounds, graves of those who 
were drowned and killed in the terrible 
storm. Those who took the most prominent 
part in the burial of the dead were: V. Das- 
Felix and Andrew Bixiant and the wife 
of the later; Louis Broutssard, the majority 
of the LeFan family, Andrew Lewis, Edward 
Andrews, Henry Paulsmith, Frederick Colan, 
Jr., his wife and Vito Karchel, not to speak 
of many that came from BayouLaFourche. In 
Madame Ducros's house there were found ful- 
ly forty bodies, unidentified. All were man- 
gled in some manner. They were buried ten 
aud fifteen in the same grave. Madame Ih. 
Cidioe and her daughter were found not many 
yards away from the wrecked home. They 
had been drowned in one of the griches in an 
attempt to reach the store of Mr. Valence. 
In their homes were the drowned bodes of a 
xirl and a body servant of Madame Cidive. 
These bodies were buried all together in the 
Same grave. The LBiziani family, with the 
exception of Felix Andrew, was wiped out of 
existence. Arthur Biziani, Thomas Lorio, 
their wives and children, with numerous cous- 
ins, aunts and other relatives, were all drowu- 
ed in the homestead of the family. 

This family consisted of twénty-five people. 
The bodies were dragged out and they were 
buried in the west center of the island-in thrde 
graves. ‘Thomas Lorio was kKiled by a fagl- 
ing tree. Florestine Broussard, the wife of 
Louls Broussard, and two children, were 
drowned. In the Broussard house, the fol- 
lowing were also drowned: Ferdinand Brous- 
sard, Bernard Broussard, Regina Broussard 
and Bernardo Brousssard. Hundreds of bod- 
dies have been found snee Monday morning 
and they are buried without even a prayer 
over the rematns. 

The Stricken Families. 

The Picayune relief boat returned to the 
city at 1:30 o'clock this morning from 
Bayou Cook, Grand Isle and Cheniere 
and contirms the reports of the awful loss 
of life in that section.

One Man's Experience. 

Captain Kranz, who had been badly in- 
jured, came up to the city on the MceSwee- 
ney. He gave the following account of 
his personal experience during the storm. 

“I’m seventy years old and for many 
vears have owned the Grand Isle house. 
I um a widower with four children. On 
the night of the storm I was at home. I 
did not expect that anything serious would 
happen. The wind rose about 9 o'clock 
and blew hard. At 11 o'clock it changed 
and blew from varying points of northwest 
to southwest at intervals of fifteen minutes 
thereafter. In about half an hour the 
water on the ground around the house was 
fully fifty feet deep. A terrible gust of 
wind struck the house and knocked it over. 
A portion of the building fell on me and 
time I thought our last hour had 
Fortunately the water continued 
and in a short time I felt the weight 
which was pressing heavily on my ‘body 
cradually removed. I was washed away 
from under the house, the water carrying 
me with it for a distance of twenty-five 
feet. I was struck by something and be- 
ecame uneonscious. lor several hours I did 
not know what had oeeurred to me. When 
I regained consciousness it was 5 o'clock 
on Sunday morning. I was still clinging to 
the benm, which was firmly imbedded in 
the ground opposite my ‘bathhouses, I re- 
ceived very serious injury. In my feeble 
eondition L returned to what had been the 
hotel, ‘but out of thirty-eight cottages only 
twenty were left. There was not a parti- 
ele . food to be found, everything having 
been washed away. including all the wear- 
pang ‘apparel. I estimate my loss at from 
875.000 to $100,000,"

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An Interesting Question. 

A Boston judge has recently imstristed 
the newspapers to print nothing “oncern- 
ing a divorce case pending in nis court- 
no notes of the evidence and not a word 
of comment. If bis order is disregarded 
the offending newspaper men will be 
punished for contempt. 

Naturally, this stretch of judicial power 
is resenred by the press and tie people. 
The general verdict is that it is unsafe to 
trust any one man with so much author- 
ity. It seems to be inconsistent with the 
spirit of our free institutions. What 
makes the matter worse is the fact that 
in Massachusetts, and most of the other 
states, there is no judicial appeal from a 
sentence for contempt, and it is uneer- 
tain whether the governor has the right 
to pardon in such eases. In some states 
the pardoning power does not extend to 
impeachment and contempt cases, but 
in Massachusetts the constitution is. si- 
lent in regard to the latter. 

The Boston Adveriiser takes the post- 
tion that the executive should have the 
power to nullify wrong-doing on the part 
of the judiciary, and although there is 
no precedent of the kind in Massachu- 
setts, it is the opinion of many lawyers 
that the general pardon right is available 
in such eases. The Advertiser says: 

It is desirable, therefore, that if the right 
to punish for contempt sbould ever be pushed 


to an unjust extreme under existing laws, an 
application be made to the council and gov- 


ernor for a pardon; but it is even more desira- 
ble that by express statute a definite limit be 
placed upon the judicial right to impose sen- 
tences for contempt. As a class, Massachn- 
sefts judges are unlikely to use their authori- 
ty for despotic purposes; but, after ail, judges 
are men, and it is but wise to leave no undue 
power ready for any judge who nav he lease 
scrupulous in its exercise than his colleagues. 
The question dificult one to deal 
with. Judges should have the power to 
punish persons guilty of contempt of 
court, and vet when they go ioo far there 
should be some restraint or check pro- 
vided. Take the Boston for in- 
stance. What right had the judge to sin- 
gle out a particular case and threaten to 
fine and imprison any newspaper man 
who printed anything about it? Such 
acis of unreasonable judicial tvranny if 
persisted in will sooner or later cause the 
authority of the judges in comtempt cases 
strictly regulated.

This was also during the revolution, 
and «a few years later the summer was so 
cold that the people of Louisiana had to wear 
their winter clothing all through July and 
August.

The acoustic qualities have been 
proven to be excellent. 

Interior Decorations. 

Supporting the ceiling over the audito- 
rh are tour large plastered arches, 
which, together with all the walis, are 
frescoed in a must delicate and artistic 
manner, admirable taste having been dis- 
played in the entire work of decorating 
the church, the style being Italian Trenais- 
sunce. The coloring is a pleasing combi- 
uation of old cathedral effects with the 
nyodern love Sof brightness and freshness. 
The soft blu€s browns and guld melt into 
harmouy with the colors of “yeautiful 
stained glass windows and produce ap iln- 
pression of sunctity upon the mind.

The organ is a grand pipe made by Far- 
rand & Votey. To the view of the congre- 
cation is presented a very modest appear- 
ance, While in reality it is one of the. best 
and finest organs in the south. The tone 
is very fine. It comprises all the latest 
known features in organ structure. It is 
two Manuel, with reversed key board, en- 
abling the organist to sit with his face to- 
ward the congregation, pneumatic and 
electric connections and operated by a 
water motor. It also has a very fine echo 
attachment, a feature that is novel and at 
tractive, 

The Sunday school Room. 

In the basewent is located the Sunday 
school department, which scems to be as 
complete as could be desired. ‘I'o this de- 
partment are two eutraices, ope on Mitch- 
ell street and ahutber off lhe opposite 
side. The latter etitrauce is reacued by 
lieals of stove steps icading dowu froi 
Washington sireet on the north side of the 
church, 

l'rom the vestibules of each of these two 
COIrances 1s a wide stairway leading up to 
ihe dnain auditorium. Upon enterjng trom 
Mitchell street the first door to the right 
admits to the pastor’s study.

The place was not her own apartment, 
but that of two watchmakers named W.

‘They 
were docketed on the additional charge of 
doing business without a_ license. Later 
Charles Felsoff reported that they had sto- 
len a watch from him.

The two men are believed to be general 
crooks. 

Mrs. Lawless’s difficulty was the seeond 
of the day in which she had figured. Dur- 
ing the morning she suddenly disappeared 
from her haunts.

Thomas, who 
is a porter at Wallace’s bar, was arrested 
and later fined $15 and costs by Recorder 
Calhoun. who gave him a sharp talk and 
a warning against any repetition.

Mrs. Charles Herring, the young woman 
shot by her husband, may yet recover. 
Last night her condition was improved and 
it is now thought that with careful atten- 
tion she may pull through.

Our 
cables say that Liverpool would have been better had 
it not been for rumors that a prominent New Orleans 
authority would shoitly make an estimate of 7,900,0v0 
bales, but this fact was not generally known. The in- 
terior movement, as far as can be determined at this 
writing, willhardly be more than 90,000 bales, as against 
yesterday’s estimate of a possible 100,000 bales. Re 
ceipts at the ports today will be about :0,000 bales, 
against 21,000 last year, and the total movement for the 
week will probably be 226,009 bales, against 195,000 last 
year. The weekly statement of Liverpool stocks shows 
thet the supply of American cotton in that market is 
Only 73,100 bales, as against 10¢,000 last year. The prob- 
ability seems to be that the Liverpool stock is likely to 
be still further reduced between this and the Ist of 
November with the result probably of greatly strength- 
ening the position of cotton abroad. Crop accounts 
continue mixed, and it seems to be almost impossible 
to arrive at any very definite idea of thecrop. Taking 
private advices as a guide to the market it is unques- 
tionably Dullish, however, and advances more readily 
than it declines. The fear of an unfavorable gov- 
ernment report on Tuesday next operating as detri- 
ment to those who might other wise sell in the expecta- 
tion of adecline. During the afternoon a partial con- 
firmation of the rumor referrred to that Mr. Neill, of 
New Orieans, would shortiy make public a crop esti- 
mate of 7,900,000 bales became gencrally known and 
caused a sharp break in the market, which rapidly 
declined, losing nearly all the earlier advance and clos- 
ing steady at about 4 points over last evening’s figures. 
Telecrains from New Orleans say that Mr. Neill denies 
having made any such estimate, but the opinion of the 
market, both here and in Liverpool, would seem to in- 
dicate a confidence in the possibility ot lower prices 
that must be based op something beyond the figures of 
the current movement. The interior receipts will 
hardiy be over 89,0200 bales, against 78,000 last year, 
The market closes with the expectation of lower prices

Jastice Jackson Takes the Southwestern 
Case Under Advisement. 


HE MAY MODIFY HIS FORMER DECREE. 


Traffic Officialsaand Merchants Interested 
in the Talk About Reduced 
Rates to the W est. 


Washington, October 6.—(Special.)—The 
argument on the rehearing allowed to the 
Southwestern Railroad Company proceeded 
in the conference room in the capitol to- 
day before Justice Jackson. The day was 
consumed by the conclusion of the argu- 
ment of Mr. Miller, who was followed by 
Mr. Alex King, the concluding argument 
being made in behalf of the Southwestern 
by Mr. Ohoate. 

At the conclusion, the court took the pa- 
pers and has reserved the decision. Ad- 
ditional briefs are to be filed within one 
week upon hew questions arising, pending 
the argument after which the decision of 
the court will be filed and the final decree 
formulated and enrolled. 

The court pending the argument express- 
ed himself as in doubt upon the question of 
the liability of the Southwestern Railroad 
Company for any share of the $1,000,000 
of the tripartite indebtedness because by 
the terms of the mortgage that was to be 
applied to the payment of an antecedent 
debt of the Cemra!. An interesting ques- 
tion of law was suggested by the court as 
to how far the federal judiciary were in 
equity bound by the statutes of the state of 
Georgia which gave the right to securities 
to prove by parole their true relationship 
To one another when such relationship was 
not disclosed by the papers themselves, 
Upon this question the briefs are to be tiled. 
No positive conclusions can yet be drawn. 
Expectation is that the decree heretofore 
formulated will be modified in part, if not 
entirely, respecting the liability of the 
Southwestern. 

Tomorrow, Justice Jackson will hear ar- 
gument for the appointment of a coreceiver 
for the Central. The Central’s attorneys 
and officials are here, among them Hon. 
N. J. Hammond, of Atlanta. 


Rumors of War in Freight Rates. 

To cut rates against the lines leading east 
from the south, to make freights from Chi- 
cago the same as those from New York, 
and thus to put the Windy City in suc- 
cessful competition with New York for 
southern wholesale trade—these are propo- 
sitions fast growing into. plans with the rail- 
way lines leading to the west of Atlanta. 

The rumor of such a policy on the part 
of the southern roads -leading west was 
printed in The Constitution several days 
ago. It has caught the attention of all the 
leading railroad men of the railways in- 
terested or concerned, and there is now 
much discussion among southern and west- 
ern railroad folks as ta the future outcome 
of it all. 

There is much seriousness in the interest 
that seems to be manifesting itself in the 
ideas advanced. 

The situation that confronts the western 
roads is grave. Something must be done 
to restore them their freight traffic which 
they are losing every year by virtue of the 
fact that the southern demand for western 
grain and produce is nothing like it used 
to he. 

The facts are interesting, indeed. There 
is one railroad leading out of Atlanta to 
the west the decreasing freight traffic of 
which serves well to illustrate the causes 
that are leading to some radical change of 
policy as mentioned. ‘The road in question 
up to about two years ago handled each fall 
and winter from 7,000 to 9,000 carloads of 
hay from the west to Atlanta. Last year 
there was a decrease perfectly wonderful 
io compare, the number of cars of hay be- 
ing only about 3,000. 

This year the decrease will be even great- 
than last. 
This means that the south is raising its 
own hay, or else is doing without hay to an 
calcul ulurlming lv Like Weslerh rallsouds., 
duis decrease ib trathe of one colinodity 
is strikingly mterestipg in the discussion of 
Lie Issues under colsideruliol just how, 
Wiat is true in the case of western hay 
is ulso true with respect Western ship- 
ments of corn abd other grain. There 
seems to be a sudden change in the policy 
of southern farmers. They are raising 
their own grain, and are looking no longer 
to the west. ‘The trathe of the railroads, 
falling off as it does from season to season, 
proves this conclusively, and thus brings the 
muin question home to the railroad authori- 
ties of western lines with telling effect. 
Where will it end, and what is to be done 
tu resore this trath®? 

Heretofore the western lines have had 
to depend entirely upon the western pro- 
ducers for their freight trattc. It was the 
support of the railroads, If this traffie is 
taken from them what will they do? 

Will it be feasible for them to enter a 
battle royal with the lines leading east 
from the south and wrench from them a 
fair division of their dry goods and general 
merchandise trattic? 

New York has always been the = great 
market center for southern tradesmen and 
wholesale merchants. All of the vreat cof- 
ton mills of the country are in the east, 
all of the greatest shoe manufacturers have 
their factories in New England. in fine all 
of the wares of general merchandise of 
the country are the products of the east- 
ern cities. These facts have given New 
York the advantages over Chicago as a 
market center, and will, of course. he the 
obstacles in the way of ever wrenching 
from New York and giving to Chicago the 
trade of southern merchants. 

But, Chicago is Chicago, and that means 
a heap. It is known that the merchants 
of Chicago have for a long time been dick- 
ering for the southern trade and making 
propositions to the railroads that if they 
would give them anything like the rates 
necessary they wonld make evervthing good 
and thus put goods into the stores of At- 
ianta and other cities of the sonth as chean 
as the merchants of New York could nos- 
sibly do. In other words, it would be a 
joint fight of railroad men and the Chieago 
merchants.

There are two large, pleasant dormitories, 
where the inmates sleep in sinall iron beds 
arranged in.rows. The new girls are taken 
into one,of these rooms, while those who 
have been longer in the bome and bear 
marks of its good infinence, are kept to- 
gether in the adjoining apartment. The 
chapel is the newest and best room in the 
house and the music is quite a feature of 
the services. 

On Saturday evenings Miss Pollard, who 
is a fine musician, plays for the girls to 
march and for their gaimes. Dancing is 
not allowed. The inmates wear checked 
blue and white dresses, gingham aprons 
and white muslin caps, the latter finished 
with a tiny edging. There ig also a large 

vard with vegetable garden, a stable and a 
lot of grass, where the girts take exercise 
on pleasant days. 

Miss Pollard takes no part in these out- 
side doings, but retires to her room imme- 
diately after the exercises, which she 
eomes down to attend. Miss Pollard evi- 
dently expects that the trial will occur at 
ito very distant date and will make no def- 
jnite plans for her future untik that ordeal 
has been passed, other than. to begin the 
routine work that falle to the daily lot of 
a devoted religeuse. -
